The endowment would be perpetual. The interest, at 6 per 
cent, would mean the expenditure here of $60,000 a year.

lic improvement of the city, or any part 
thereof, or the expenditure of its moneys.

After going very thoroughly in the mat- 
ter of these contracts, I am firmly con- 
vinced that this section of the code is at- 
tempted to be violated. When these matters 
came to my attention, I called to my office 
Alderman Owens and Mr. Bishop, know- 
ing that they had been tin partnership and 
owned the Cement Stone and Tile company, 
prior to the present year, I felt it my 
duty to investigate the matter and _ see 
what the present status of the company 
was. 

In the interview ‘tween Alderman 
Owens and Mr. Bishop ith me, f£ learned 
from those two gentlem 1 themselves that 
Cement Stone and 1 company was a 
stock corporation, but ov ?d practically by 
the two men themselves and while there 
was presumably a sale by Alderman Owens 
of his interest, that sale, f such was the 
case, does not relieve Alderman Owens of the 
conditions of that section of our charter. 
Alderman Owens’ statement to me was that 
he and Mr. Bishop were equal owners of 
the stock; that is, each held the same 
amount, and that in making this trade to 
presumably avoid the violation of the quoted 
section of the code, he made a sale agree- 
ment to Mr. Bishop of his entire stock and 
took the stock of Mr. Bishop as collateral 
security for his debt against the Cement 
Stone and Tile company. It is perfectly 
evident to my mind that this is not an 
indirect but a direct violation of the law. 
Alderman Owens, as I stated to him per- 
sonally, is obliged to be interested in the 
success of that company in order that it 
should not deteriorate in value, thereby 
weakening the price of his collateral stock. 
In other words, if the Cement Stone and 
Tile company did not get sufficient work 
and prosper, Alderman Owens would be 
greatly the loser thereby. 

The sum and substance of this tr& 
tion in the disposition of the Cement 
and Tile company seems to be a case of just 
simply swapping stock and that for all prac- 
tical purposes, Alderman Owens is as much 
interested in the Cement Stone and Tile com- 
pany under present arrangements as he was 
prior to any agreement of sale. I do not wish 
to appear harsh in this matter, but it would 
be a matter of impossibility for me to 
sign any contract, or allow any of the city’s 
money to be paid out upon any such con- 
tracts, until the same had been passed upon 
by the courts. And, while I do not wish 
my remarks to appear personal, or offensive, 
nor altogether appealing to this one case, 
yet I must protest against such conditions. 
If contracts of this kind are allowed as a 
precedent, it simply means for the future, 
graft and corruption.

Whaley and Byrnes. 

They had called to request the secre- 
tary not to revoke orders designating 
the Isle of Palms for the encampment. 
He told them that Governor Blease 
would have to withdraw all of his “con- 
tradictory and _ irreconcilable corre- 
spondence” with the war department 
or else the camp would go to one of 
the other states. 

The Isle of Palms was selected by 
the war department and the adjutani 
general of the South Carolina militia. 
In exchanges between Governor Blease 
and Secretary Garrison the governor 
was said to have declared ‘he must be 
consulted personally, or he would not 
permit the camp on the Isle of Palms. 
Afterwards, when he said he wanted 
the camp there, Mr. Garrison asked if 
that meant that he had withdrawn 
previously conflicting statements. To 
this Governor Blease replied that he 
stood on his original grounds. 

Mr. Garrison told Representatives 
Wihaley and Byrnes that only a full 
disavowal of this by Governor Blease 
will save the militia camp from going 
either to North Carolina, Florida or 
Georgia, the other states whose militia 
is to be mobilized for summer man- 
euvers. 

What Blease Says. 

Columbia, S. C., April 18.—Governor 
Blease made it plain today that he re- 

garded the act of Secretary of War 
Garrison in not communicating officially 
with him with the specific intention 
of ascertaining the governor's stand in 
regard to the joint encampment at the 
Isle of Palms of the ninth militia divi- 
sion as a possible “political conspiracy 
endeavoring to injure me.” 

Secretary Garrison was sent a tele- 
gram by Governor Blease today, re- 
iterating his willingness to have the 
war department. head issue an order 
authorizing the holding of the encamp- 
ment at the Isle of Palms. 

The action of Secretary Garrison in 
dealing principally with Congressmen 
Byrnes and Whaley and private citi- 
zens of Charleston seemed to be re- 
garded by Governor Blease as an af- 
front to his official position. He con- 
tends that Secretary Garrison has 
failed to reply to his letters and tele- 
frams, and that he has not addressed 
him with the specific intent of secur- 
ing the governor's attitude in the 
matter. 

Governor Blease told Congressman 
Byrnes at Washington over the tele- 
phone that he had no objection to the 
encampment being held in South Caro- 
lina, but he did object to being ignored 
officially by Secretary of War Garrison.

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HH. FUDGE SUCCEEDS 


Plunges Out of a Window at 
Grady Hospital, Where He 
Was Being Treated. 


Determined to die, and after making 
an unsuccessful attempt to end his 
own life by stabbing himself over the 
heart Wednesday morning at the Ter- 
minal station, while convalescing from 
his wounds at the Grady hospital, H. 
H. Mudge, a salesman, shortly after 5 
o'clock Saturday morning arose frém 
his sick bed in his ward and walked 
over to the window. There a moment 
he poised on the window lodge A 
negro cook from the kitchen window 
of the hospital, who happened to be 
at his work early that morning, for a 
moment raised his eyes. The white 
figure of a man was seen crashing 
down from the fourth-floor window. 
The body struck an iron grating and 
crashed through the iron pipe, an inch 
thick. 

The negro cook’s startled ery caused 
a general rush of excited Grady in- 
ternes and nurses to the spot where 
the white-clothed figure had huddled 
upon the earth. The man had success- 
fully accomplished his purpose. He 
was dead. 

H. H. Fudge was a 
eling salesman of the Mendelson com- 
pany, of New York city, and had been 
connected with the same firm for over 
fifteen years. He was a married man, 
with three children, living at No. 19 
Simpson street. He was 55 yvears old. 

Apparently there was no cause for 
the man to wish to end his life. Wed- 
nesday morning, after his arrival in 
Atlanta from a trip to Jacksonville on 
business, when he attempted to com- 
mit suicide by stabbing himself over 
the heart with a penknife, he stated 
that he was without money, but his 
wife later stated that lack of money 
could not have been the reason, as her 
husband made an excellent salary, and 
always had plenty. 

The hospital authorities state that 
they had not watched Fudge, as he did 
not seem to be suffering from melan- 
cholia, and was apparently at ease of 
mind. 

The body was removed to Harry G.

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AGED CRANK HELD 
N $25,000 BAIL 


Man Who Tried to Kill New | 
York Mayor Facetious in 
Court—He Faces Possible 
Sentence of Twenty Years. 


New York, April 18.—Michael P. Ma- 
honey, the gray-haired crank who yes- 
terday attempted to assassinate Mayor 
Mitchel, and in doing so wounded 
Frank L. Polk, corporation counsel, was 
arraigned in the Tombs police court 
today on a charge bf assault with in- 
tent to kill. He was held in .$25,000 
bail for the action of the grand jury. 


When the amount of the bail was an- 
nounced by Magistrate Simms, Maho-| 
ney smiled broadly and said: | 

“Why not boost it a little?’ The more 
the merrier.”’ 

Mr. Polk was resting quietly at the 
New York hospital today. Surgeons 
expect he will recover rapidly if no 
complications develop. He spent a 
comfortable night. 

Before his arraignment Mahoney 
was taken to police -headquarters, 
where 250 detectives. all masked, 
‘looked him over.” None of them was 
positive they had ever seen the man 
before. Malhoney was awakened at S 
a. m. after being allowed four hours 
sleep. Until 4 this miorning he was 
closeted with: detectives who put him 
through a rigid “third degree.” He 
explained that when he bought the re- 
volver he fired vesterday he told the 
man who sold it to him in Jersey City 
that he “wanted to kill a rat.” 

On Monday Mr. Whitman will present 
the case to the grand jury, and an im- 
mediate indictment is expected to be 
returned, making it possible to bring 
Mahoney before a court for trial at an 
early date. 

Possible Sentence of Twenty Years. 

Mahoney faces a possible prison sen- 
tence of twenty years, but should he 
be adjudged insane, he will be com- 
mitted to an asylum for the criminally 
insane. 

Frank T. Polk. corporation counsel, 
who was struck in the jaw by the bul- 
let intended for the mayor, spent a 
restless night and suffered much pain. 
The bullet’ was removed early last 
night and the patient is expected to 
recover rapidly. 

From the many incoherent letters 
written by Mahonev in which he at- 
tacked the official acts of Mayor 
Mitchel, of this city; of Mayor Arm- 
atrong, of Pittsburg, and of Colonel 
Goethals. governor of the Panama canal 
zone, and after a two hours’ study of 
the aged man, District Attorney Whit- 
man expressed the opinion that Maho- 
ney was of the “embittered and sodden 
type of hobo.” This statement fore- 
cast the probable action of the district 
attornev that he would not oppose ac- 
tion to have the prisoner adjudged in- 
sane. 

The attempted assassination by Ma- 
honey caused Police Commissioner Ar- 
ihur Woods today to assign a secret 
service squad of eight men to guard 
Mavor Mitchel. The commissioner has 
ordered that the mayor ‘be guarded 
night and day. 

last night Mayor Mitchel attended 
a dinner at the New York Press club, 
where he told the members of that or- 
ganization that he had expected some 
such happening as the act of Mahoney, 
but that “it does seem unfair that any- 
one else should have to take the conse- 
quences of the hazard that properly 
belongs to me.” 

Not Due to Concerted Action. 


The mayor did not believe the attack 
on him was due to the concerted action 
of a group of agitators. He believed, 
he said. that “we have not ‘come to that 
point in this city where things of that 
kind are the result of concerted action 
by any group. We have not plots; we 
have not nihilism in this country. 
When such a thing as that does hap- 
pen it is the product of the disordered 
brain of some unfortunate individua]— 
the man who does not think straight; 
who warps the facts that he partly

» Police Captain Thomas Tunney, 
the mayor's would-be assassin told the 
story of his life; a story that was con- 
firmed by entries in his diary and which 
gave little ground for a belief that 
Mahoney acted in a concerted move to 
kill the mayor. He told Captain Tun- 
ney that he had called at the city hall 
to remonstrate with Mayor Mitchel and 
had been “insulted” there. “I then de- 
cided to* kill him,” he szid. “I went 
down to the city hall Wednesday with 
the intention of killing him then but I 
cooled off. Today (Friday) I went 
down there again with the intention 
of finishing the job.” 

‘The prisoner then told of waiting 
from 19 o'clock until the mayor and 
his party started to enter their auto- 
mobile shortly after 1 o'clock, and how 
he stood barely five feet from the db- 
ject of his fancied hatred when he 
fired. He expressed regret that he had 
attempted to take Mayor Mitchel’s life, 
and was particularly sorry that the bul- 
let had hit Mr. Polk.- 

Born Near Cork. 

Mahoney was born on March 17, 
1842, near Cork, Ireland. He came to 
this country about sixty years ago, but 
could not recall the exact date. His 
wanderings about the country began, he 
said, soon after he lost a suit for dam- 
ages against a man who sold him a 
farm in Kentucky because there was 
no fence about the property. Because 
he could not or would not pay the costs 
of the suitthe property was foreclosed 
and sold for much less than its value. 
This was in 1888. 

In his diary and in conversations 
with Captain Tunney, Mahoney ap- 
peared to have a special grievance 
against the Masons and Odd Fellows, 
and he also appeared to hold notions 
of wrongs against Andrew Carnegie, 
and to have visionary ideas as to the 
proper conduct of the police depart- 
ment.

N all the talk one hears about child 
| welfare, and the care of the child 
and child hygiene, it does not do 
away with the fact that sometimes 
children, even of the most luxufious, 
are found to be ailing, and with well 
developed illnesses, all because nobody 
had noticed they were ailing. They 
had played on just the same; they 
had not complained; they had not 
eaten much; it is true, but not until 
violent symptoms developed had any- 
body noticed “Johnny” was sick! Mama 
weeps and wails when the doctor 
comes, and confesses “son” had not 
been as bright as usual, but thought 
he would be “alright next day.” 

It seemed so easy. When the doc- 
tor came, stuck the little thermometer 
in his mouth, and, drawing it out, ex- 
claimed: “Why, no wonder he is com- 
Plaining; he has a high temperature!” 

Now “mama’”’ had attended mothers’ 
meetings; had read up on hygiene, 
but she had not learned the intelligent 
use of the thermometer, or Johnny 
never would have gotten as near 
heaven as he was without something 
being done to help him. The first 
time his little face was flushed and 
he said he was “‘tired,” or didn't want 
his dinner, the little thermometer 
slipped between his lips would have 
told the truth! The importance of 
everybody knowing a few things about 
the everv-day methods of keeping 
well, I believe, ought to be taught, 
and the use of the thermometer might 
be one of the first practical lessons. 

Not long since an Atlanta woman, 
discussing this subject, told the story 
of what a thermometer meant to her. 
Her son came home from school sev- 
eral days flushed, and by using the 
thermometer, she discovered he had 
temperature. She applied ‘the usual 
remedies with good results. After a 
week’s time, with the recurrence of 
this temperature each day for a short 
time, she realized something was 
wrong- that she could not remedy, and 
the boy was taken to the doctor. After 
thorough investigation it was found 
the child had tubercular trouble in its 
incipiency. 

“Out of doors in the higher altitude 
of the mountains,” the doctor advised, 
and at once the boy was taken. 

In less than a year’s time he was 
entirely well. The mother had taken 
hold of her end of the case at the right 
time. : 

“Rut there is such a thing as a 
thermometer fiend,” I have been told. 
That is true, but some women would 
always be excessive about anything 
they would do, and they had better 
overdo it than underdo it.

SOUTHERN COOKING. 

. wonder how many Georgians have 
had the joy of reading after that bril- 
liant Georgia woman, Corra Harris, in 
the series of articles she has been writ- 
ing in The Independent! I like them 
better than anything she has written 
lately (except her letters), because they 
are like her conversation, honestly un- 
studied, and expressing exactly what 
she thinks.

Sheis writing what she thinks about 
the things she sees in New Yerk, just 
as she told the editor she would do. 
She writes about the commonplace 
things along with the greater ones, 
always taking you with her, whethér 
sympathetically or not. Corra Harris 
will talk about life as she sees it, and 
write about it as she sees it. That is 
what she did to stars,,with, and then 
her success began. is when she 
writes according to some editor's as- 
signment who is trying to make her 
see life as she does not see it, that she 
writes unpleasing things. 1d will not 
mention the particulA&r thing I mean 
here, because though she has urged 
upon me to write whatI really think of 
this one contribution of hers, I have not 
done 80, because it is not really hers; 
it is a something she wrote to satisfy 
anothers viewpoint.

The Constitution is not prepared to place

ministerial associations as expressed in the 
public prints. We do not attempt to say 
whether or not this attitude lays down the 
“Ac- 


cept my views, or our views, on this or that 


irrevocable fiat to church members: 


issue, or give up your connection with this 
church.” 

Where the ministers of the city are them- 
selves in doubt the layman cannot be ex- 
pected to arrive at an arbitrary decision. 

Some of the ablest and most consecrated 
ministers hold the view that the mandate 
of no minister, or association of ministers, 
can take away from the individual church 
member the inherent right to the guidance 
of conscience. 

Others, equally able and equally conse- 
erated, take the opposite view. They hold 
such mandate on part of ministers, or a min- 
ister, to carry all the sweeping power of an 
absolute edict, suspending the right of con- 
science and substituting therefor an eccle- 
siastical proscription for those holding views 
at variance with their spiritual advisers. 

Axiomatically, no man has the right to 
violate a law of anv character. No one can 
stand on that first premise more immovably 
than The Constitution. 3ut in all history, 
from the dawn of intelligence to this day, 
there has never been a safer, a more in- 
flexible guide than a man’s conscience. IF 
THAT MAN'S CONSCIENCE STRAYS AND 
HE VIOLATES THE LAW IT IS THE 
MACHINERY OF THE LAW AND THE 
COURTS AND NOT THE CHURCHES 
THAT SHOULD ASSUME THE JUDICIAL 
FUNCTION AND BRING THAT MAN TO 


JUSTICE. 
It is not only the privilege, but the duty, 


of the minister to express views upon all 
issues and subjects. it is not only the priv- 
ilege, but the duty, of the minister to appeal 
to conscience by argument and admonition, 
since without a responsive conscience there 
can abide no laws or courts. 

But to couple this duty with the lash of 
compulsion; 

"To put back of admonition the scourging 
sentiment, ‘Do as | say or be branded as ‘a 
heathen man and a publican’ ”— 

Is to go back at one leap to the days of 
Puritanism and proscription, with their bit- 
terness, their bigotry, their intolerance, their 
making of the beautiful religion of Jesus a 
harsh, repellant tyranny. 

The gravest consequences of these ulti- 
matums is that, faced with them, the average 
man will say: | | 

“You shall not usurp my right of free 
will, amy more than you shall disfranchise 


me unless | vote your convictions or wear a 
sack coat instead of a cutaway. |! toiled 
and fought through the centuries to get the 


right of free will and speech. You shall not | 


take it away from me now! Nor shall you 
drive me from a church which is mine as 
much as It is yours!” 

The Constitution makes a plea for toler- 
ance, for sanity, for deliberation primarily 
in the interest of the church! Already 
there is current talk, whether or not well 
founded, of revolts among .boards of stew- 
ards and deacons, many of the cleanest and 
best men in the community. There is report 
of widespread complaint among the mem- 
bership. It would be nothing short of a 
calamity if the church, today the most pow- 
erful influence for good in the world, should 
radically weaken its hold in chase of a 
phantom which, after all, it may not secure. 
We need today, as we never needed it be- 
fore, the upbuilding, the purifying power, of 
the church. SIf we are to have its powerful 
appeal to the human conscience replaced 
by tyranny of the human conscience, where 


will that leave us? Where will it leave the 


church? 

Yet invade the realm of personal account- 
ability—and that is precis what is threat- 
ened. For there is no impujse in human na- 
ture, no thought tn the humgn mind stronger 
than the impulse and the thought to order 
one’s personal conduct by one’s personal

The sheer fallacy of this argument is

Sweep 
away the element of conscious personal ac- 
countability and substitute hard and fast 
hierarchal mandates and you make the 
world a garden of expressionless automatons 
instead of ‘‘men made in the image of their 
maker.”

THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


For some time the chamber of com- 
merce of Atlanta has had under considera- 
tion the arrangement of a program for the 
observance of the semi-centenary of the 
battles around Atlanta on a scale of national 
magnitude. President Wilkinson and for- 
mer President Moore, of the chamber, with 
other active members, have been working 
on the proposition, and they have finally 
succeeded in securing the consent of Asa 
G. Candler to act as the head of the move 
ment. He will be backed by a large com- 
mittee of representative citizens, and this 
means that the undertaking will be a tre- 
mendous success. 

With the fall of Atlanta following the 
Battle of Peachtree creek, July 20, 1864, 
and the Battle of Atlanta two days later, 
came the first assurance of the collapse of 
the Confederacy. 

The fact, therefore, that this is the 
fiftieth anniversary of that memorable event, 
causing as it did the loss of more than 
50,000 men killed and wounded, and remov- 
ing the last chance for the Confederacy, 
presents a rare opportunity for staging a 
commemorative exhibit which will be of 
interest to every state in the union. 

Mr. Candler consents to accept the lead- 
ership of the movement solely because he 
considers it not only in the light of a plain 
civic duty, but equally as a patriotic service. 
It is a tribute to his public spirit, many 
times before made evident; that he should 
agree to divert his energies from private 
to public duties for a task of this exacting 
proportion. 

It is now incumbent upon the people of 
Atlanta to rally spontaneously to the sup- 
port of the movement. 

The defeat at Gettysburg marked the 
turning back of the Confederate forces at 
high tide. The defeat at Atlanta cut the 
last hope from under the Confederacy. At- 
lanta had been the basis of supplies and 
concentration for the entire south. 

With its fall Sherman was left with a 
clean sweep to the sea, and with unob- 
structed reach to the store houses of men 
and supplies in the middle west. The key- 
stone had been taken, and the structure 
was doomed. 

These facts combine to give the ap- 
proaching semi-centennial epochal signifi- 
cance. It will unquestionably appeal to the co- 
operation of Grand Army of the Republic as 
well as of the United Confederate veterans. 
It will enlist the support, as did the recent 
celebration at Gettysburg, of the federal no 
less than. the state governments. 

Atlanta will, of course, do its full duty. 
The occasion can be made, with proper ef- 
fort, an event of national interest.

HARDWICK PAYS TRIBUTE TO GEORGIA 
CRACKER IN SAVANNAH SPEECH 
Savannah, Ga., April  18.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Thomas W. Hardwick, candi- 
date for the United States senate, fired the 
opening gun of his campaign in a speech at 
the second annwval banquet of the Cracker 
club in Savannah Wednesday night. 

While Congressman Hardwick avoided any 
mention in his speech of his candidacy, his 
reference to the grave dangers in the un- 
checked tide of immigration into the United 
States was plainly a dircct appeal for favor 
with an element that figures very largely 
in Georgia politics. Mn Hardwick's subject 
was “The Georgia Cracker.” He paid a 
beautiful tribute to the well known Georgia 
institution, the Cracker; referred to the part 
the Cracker played in the various struggles 
in the south and in the nation and wound up 
with a vigorous protest against “the con- 
tinued and increasing influx of the scum of 
the earth, from every land, who come to 
this country not to become a part of it, but 
to strip it bare, to take the bread of labor 
from American mouths and to carry back in 
triumph to some foreign shore the _ spoils 
of their brief sojourn among us.” 

There is certainly no doubt that Chatham 
county will line up solidly in support of 
Governor Slatons candidacy, but there is 
also no doubt that Mr. Hardwick establish- 
ed some friendships that will be valuable to 
him in his campaign. He spent two days 
here and mixed a good deal with the voters. 

Mr. Hardwick has planned to do a good 
deal of speechmaking in south Georgia, it 
is understood. 


Anderson’s Prohibition Position. 


The most significant feature of J. Ran- 
dolph Anderson's announcement of his can- 
didacy for the governorship is that he re- 
gards the prdhibitien question as a settled 
one. 

It had been expected that Mr. Anderson's 
opponents would inject the prohibition ques- 
tion into his campaign. The impression has 
been that he is an anti-prohibitionist, and 
this has been used as an argument against 
him in previous political campaigns in 
which he was involved. Mr. Anderson 
merely stated in his announcement that there 
is a prohibition law on the statutes, and that 
he cannot consider it as an issue. 

Mr. Anderson said today he was receiving 
fresh assurances daily of support, many 
them coming from sections in which he had 
least expected to receive support. He has 
promised to have a good deal to say on 
subjects of interest to the state as his 
campaign progresses. 

Governor John M. Slaton will be in Savan- 
nah Wednesday to deliver an address of wel- 
come at the opening session of the National 
Drainage congress. While here it is ex- 
pected that he will take occasion to discuss 
his senatorial race with some of his friends.

BY FEDERAL COURT 


Misuse of B. V. D. Label Pun- 
ished by Decision of United 
States Judge. 


United States Judge J. Otis Hum- 
Dhrey,of the southern district of Llilinois, 
recently decided an important trade- 
mark and label case in favor of the 
manufacturers owning the label. The 
case was that of the B. V. D. company 
against the B. & M., Inc., a department 
store of Peoria, IIl. 

Judge Humphrey 
that the B..& M., Inc., 
tise or offer for sale underwear “‘just 
like the B. V. D.” that does not bear 
the B. V. D. label, but he also decided 
that the B. V. D. company was entitled 
to $100 damages. This is one of very 
few instances where damages have 
been awarded in cases of this kind. 

The prohibitory language of the 
court is explicit, it being in the form of 
a perpetual injunction restraining the

A good many business men attempt 
to ossify imagination by posing as 
the original hard-head along severely 
practical lines. We've all seen exam- 
ples of these he-frumps and the clas- 
sical Gradgrind pose they take in 
dealing with “facts, sir, practical 
facts.”’ Well, facts are stubborn 
things, and sometimes they are silly, 
but is there a successful business to- 
day that owes its position to facts 
alone? | doubt it. It has to follow 
the verities; hut it uses the flow- 
ers of fancy—the imaginative view- 
point—that takes vour dull, prosaic 
fact and makes it shimmer like a 
rainbow with desirability. And it is 
this selfsame quality of imagination 
that !s the greatest asset a home goods 
salesman can have to successfully deal 
with the public. 

Over and over again 
given to the salesman: K 
merchandise, because if vou 
know how good itt is, how it is made, 
etc., you can tell the customer just 
what he or she is buying. And there’s 
no denying this advice is good, but 
are you to stop there? This analytical] 
information is good-in that the pros- 
pective buyer is given the basis of 
value of that he wishes to purchase, 
to convince him he is getting his 
money's worth. But you have to do 
this in any event, it being a neces- 
sary element to the transaction. 

There is another phase, the idealiz- 
ing of the purchase to the personal 
service of the buyer, the part it brings 
to its future environment, what, for 
want of a better term, may be called 
the romance of its use and its proper 
place. 

The ultra practical hold this is un- 
necessary, that the personal, every day 
usage of an article is sufficient war- 
rant for its purchase. They are part- 
ly right, but only in _ part. A sale 
should pave the way to a pleased cus- 
tomer, and the salesman of imagina- 
tion has the better equipment to bring 
this about than the chap who lacks It. 

The salesman who can make his 
customer see the portieres, curtains, 
window draperies, bedroom suite, or 
whatever be the article under discus- 
sion, in its proposed setting, the cus- 
tomer’s home; who uses its colors, dec- 
Orative design or pattern lines, to add 
to its desirability and home atmos- 
phere, surely increases the value of 
that merchandise in the eyes of his 
audience.

Look into any retal business, large 
or small, and it will be found that it is 
governed by either one or the other 
of two basic ideas: 

First—The bargain idea. 

Second—The idea of service. 

_ The bargain idea is put first because 
it is so old historically. It goes back 
to dim centuries when the merchant 
was a peddler, selling from a pack at 
markets and fairs. His profits depended 


llargely on the gaudiness and the ap- 


parent cheapness of his goods, and his 
skill at double-dealing. 

Of course, his methods were such 
that nothing but improvement was 
possible. 

Yet the merchant of today who is 
wedded to his bargain idea still under- 
rates public intelligence. He assumes 
that penny saving is the chief object 
Of people purchasing goods. He cen- 
ters efforts on buying merchandise 
that will be tempting by reason of the 
bare prices he can mark upon it. 

Value and quality are taken into ac- 
count last of all—sometimes never. 
This sort of merchant offers the public 
a disconnected string of “price sensa- 
tions.” Yesterday it was marked-down 
books, today bargains in stationery, 
tomorrow a terrific slaughter in office 
supplies. Everything is haphazard, 
and stocks have little relation to the 
wide needs of the modern family. 

But a merchant guided by the gser- 
vice idea, on the other hand, has a 


broad conception of the public’s intel- 


sees his community’s needs as 


ligence, 
and understands his own 


a whole, 
function in it. 

He knows that customers’ weigh 
points of value as well as prices—good 
taste, grace, appearance, originality. 
lie searches the world for the latest 
and most beautiful products. Even 
though he has but a small establish- 
ment, his stocks will be complete, rep- 
resentative, adequate to meet the 
whole demand in his line of the aver- 
age age family, and they will be main- 
tained with a view to progress in that 
line. Shopping is made agreeable. 
Growth and reputation come from cus- 
tomers’ satisfaction after goods are in 
use and price forgotten. 

The old bargain idea 
ingrained in American 
It dominates nine retail 
every ten, and is a subtle 
fallacy, difficult to keep out even 
where a business is rigidly held to 
principles of service. Ideals may be 
clear, yet doubts arise. 

Some rival, on, Agen to 
on cheapness alone, may 
gaining an advantage. In a given 
case there will be a feeling that the 
public cannot be trusted to distinguish 
value. There is always the temptation 
to rest the case on cheapness just this 
once—let value take care of itself» 
and cater to the desire for crowds. 
That tendency has to be fought con- 
stantlyv, consistently, and vigorously. 

But the bargain idea in its general 
acceptation is certainly passing away. 
If an article said to be worth a dollar 
is offered at 70 cents, there is actually 
30 cents in value missing somewhere. 
Haphazard bargain hunting is steadily 
[giving way to intelligent, constructive, 
economical buying for the needs of the 
home.

UN TRADE-MARKS 


Greater Protection Sought 
in Bill Offered Before Con- 
gress to Regulate Regis- 
tration of Slogans. 


Palmer has intro- 


duced in the house a bill designed to 
amend the statutes relative to trade- 
marks so as to provide as follows: 

“Sec. 5. That no mark by which the 
goods of the owner of the mark may 
be distinguished from other goods of 
the same class shall be refused regis- 
tration as a trade-mark on account of 
the nature of such mark unless such 
mark (a) consists of or comprises im- 
moral or scandalous matter; (b) con- 
sists of or comprises the flag or coat- 
of-arms or other insignia of the 
United States or any simulation there- 
of, or of any state or municipality, or 
of any foreign nation, or of any de- 
sign or picture that has been or may 
hereafter be adopted by any fraternal 
society as its emblem, or of the name 
of any church, religious denomination 
or society or the name by which any 
church, religious denomination or so- 
cietv is Commonly known or called. 

“Provided, that trade-marks which 
are identical with a registered or 
known trade-mark owned and in use 
by another and appropriated to mer- 
chandise of the same descriptive prop- 
erties, or which so nearly resemble a 
registered or known trade-mark own- 
ed and in use by another and appro- 
priated to merchandise of the same 
proptries as to be likely to cause con- 
fusion or mistake in the mind of the 
public or to deceive purchasers, shall 
not be registered; 

“Provided further, that 
which consists merely in the name of 
an individual, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation not written, printed, impress- 
ed or woven in some particular or dis- 
tinctive manner, or in association with 
a portrait of the individual, or merely 
in words or devices which are descrip- 
tive of the goods with which they are 
used, of the character or quality of 
such goods, or merely a geographical 
name or term, shall be registered un- 
der the terms of this act. 

“Provided further, that no portrait 
of a living individual may be register- 
ed as a trade-mark except by the con- 
sent of such individual, evidenced by 
an instrument in writing. 

“Provided further, that nothing 
herein shall prevent the registration 
of any mark used by the applicant or 
his predecessors, or by those from 
whom title to the mark is derived, in 
commerce with foreign nations or 
among the several states or with In 
dian tribes, which was in actual and 
exclusive use as a trade-mark of the 
applicant or his predecessor from 
whom he derived title for ten ‘years 
next preceding February 20, 1905. — 

“Provided further, that nothing 
herein shall prevent the registration 
of a trade-mark otherwise registrable 
because of its being the name of the 
applicant ora portion thereof.

The recommendations of the Credit 
Men's association have been compiled 
after several months’ consultation with 
bankers and business men throughout 
the country and embody the consensus 
of such opinion on the subject. The 
banking and .currency committee con- 
sists of D. G. Endy, chairman, of Phila- 
delphia; E. A. Davis, Baltimore; C. D. 
Joyce, Philadelphia; H. I McKee, 
Washington: J. Herbert Case, New 
York, and O. J. Sands, Richmond, Va. 

The suggestions of the association, 
briefly, are that the rediscount provis- 
ions of the new law be extended to 
single-name paper, two-name paper 
and commercial bills based on mer- 
chandise in storage or transit. In or- 
der to stimulate the issurance of dou- 
ble-name paper, it is recommended that 
the amount of single-name paper ac- 
‘cepted for rediscount during the first 
year of the new act we limited to 90 
per cent of the total accepted, to 85 
per cent the second year and to 75 per 
cent the third year. Also that two- 
name paper and commercial bills be 
allowed a slightly lower rate of dis- 
count than single-name paper.
